COLOR AND SIZE CLASSIFICATION 


For those of you not familiar with the N. E. G. S. Variety Classification, 
which follows the name of each variety listed, the following explanation will be 
of help. 


Each variety has been given a number combining size and color. 


The letter F preceding the number defines Formal (or Exhibition) type. Num- 
bers without a letter preceding them are Informal (or Decorative).
